A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative describes the invention and discusses 
rejected claims and cited prior art. The representative argues that Gershman does not teach the limitations "profile- 
related fields arranged into a content document with defined structure" and "each set of data in the logical profile 
document structured to correspond to a field in the content document" (i.e., the system of the invention returns a profile 
information with the data fields that the user are allowed to access). 

Further, the representative explains that Gershman uses the profile data to filter retrieval information of the requester 
and not to access and retrieve profile information of another person. Examiner states that the limitation recites 
"receiving a data access request directed to contact information, the request including associated identity information" 
reads on Gershman teaching of the servers gets the layout and content preferences for that particular user with the 
unique USER ID stored in the client and user profile data. Additionally, the broadly claimed "CONTENT DOCUMENT" 
reads on Gershman's teaching of the server retrieves the relevant user-centric content such as calendar, or email, or 
contact list and not necessarily the PROFILE information as argued. 

Applicant's representative further propose how to amend the claims to overcome the prior art of record. Examiner 
thought that the proposed amendments appear to overcome the cited prior art. However, the amendment would likely 
raise new issues that would required further consideration and/or search. All in all, the interview was productive in 
advancing the prosecution.
